Clevki.ani), Oct. 27.- A tirn, most ap- 
palling in result, occurred about l:;!o 
o'clock yesterday morning in a two 
atory Irama bnilding at theoomerof 
OmtnlMVBaaaad Harriet attaati near 
the Cleveland and Ptttabnrg railroad 
crossing, an entire family, oonaiating of 
a father, a»allMr Md Iwo IttiOa boys 
perishing. 

The buil ling was owned by F. .T, 
Vacha, aiid is a residpnce snd store 
rooms combined. In half of the lower 
portion of the building was a saloon 
owned by James Shannon and .John Mc- 
Ointy. Shannon and his family lived 
in the upper section of the Iniilding. 
They wert- the ones that i)eri6hed. The 
cause of the fire could not be ascer- 
tained, but it was believed to have orig- 
iiialed in the saloon. 

The family, it is said, used tho large 
front riKjm as a sleeping apartment. 
Thev were all probably overcome by the 
Binolte bef<»re the situation waa realized. 
The froTit half of the building was 
coin) li'tely ilestroyed and the four 
iKxlie.s were buried in the burned tim- 
bers. Shannon was thirty-t iuht years 
old and his wife thirty-twu. The eldest 
boy, James, ,Ir., whs six years old, and 
John, the youngest, four years. 

Shaniioirs sister-in-law. Miss Sarah 
McGinty. lived with them, but attended 
a dance the iirevious night and had not 
retume<l when the fire occurred. Her 
life WHS thus probably saved. Shan- 
non's business jiartner, .lobn McGinty, 
was his brother-in-law. He was at the 
scene of the fire, and almost frantic 
with grief. 

The search for bodies was begun by 
the firemen as soon as the debri.M ( ould 
be sufficiently cooled. That of one of 
the l ovs w,is first re< overed. It w;us 
uiirecoLrnizable, but it was believed to 
be that of the tdde.st. It had the ap- 
pearance of being roasted. The hea<l 
resembled a large black ball. The flesh 
had not drop]H'd from the lH)nes. The 
other lH)dies were later dug from the 
debris and were in alxjut the same con- 
dition. 

Another family lived In the rear of 
the building down stairs. C H. Babcock 
ancl bis wife. B;ibcock was seen by a 
reporter. He sard he and his wife were 
awakened by the smell of smoke and 
escaped from the house. They were, 
however, almost suffocated.

OVERCOM E AT A FIRE. 

People Have 

eape from Death. 

PiTTSBUBO, Oct, 27.— At 1:30 o'clock 
yesterday aftemoon a fire of unknown 
origin was discovered iu the cellar of 
D. Chestnut & Company, leather find- 
ings and boat supplies, 184 First avenue. 
The fire in itself was a small affair 
Three engine companies responded to 
the alarm. The firemen went direct 
into the cellar, and a number of them 
were overcome by the smoke from the 
burning leather, oil, etc. They fell ap 
parently lifeleaa in their tracks, where 
they remained several minuteo before 
they were discovered. 

Firemen Conley and Hawt were the 
first found, and were placed in an am- 
bulance which started with them to the 
hoapital. On the way there they came 
to and jumped out of the vehicle and re- 
turned to the fire, reaoming work, only 
to be overcome a second time. They 
were finally landed in the hospital and 
phyaioians pronounce their condition 
very serious. In all twenty-one persons 
were overcome, all but ono being fire- 
men. The exception was Miss Chestnut, 
daughter of the owner of the store. She 
was soon resu.sdtated and will recover. 
The damage by the fire is small. The

Oonial Pagb Makes 8aneatloiia to Amerl- 
m» Mtorshanta. 

WAianratra, Oet W.-^Ooaanl Poirta

"There has been an increasfe in im 
ports of ijtl, OO;^. ^:t. of widcii thesuiti 
of fW3,62li.l4 Wiis the increase on the 
part of the I'nitcil States, tint, witli the 
exceptnm of Finglanil, the countries of 
the triple alliance appear to hava pfOSt* 
ed most in the increase. 

"The largest item of importation from 
the I'niteil States was petroleu;n, and. 
while Italy dws not produce a single 
gallon of j)etroleum, she imposes upon 
this article an imi)ort duty of alK)ut 200 
On an importtition of petro- 
e value of 4lba,'i5i.77 aha aal* 

leeted a duty of $;i43,20.S.40. 

"In a former report mention was made 
of what appears to Iw a discrimination 
against the United States in the enor- 
mous import duty levied upon petrole- 
um, coming principally from the United 
States, and in the export duty on brim- 
stone and Miina'j, of the former of which 
the Ignited .States takes about double 
that of any other country and of tha lat- 
ter a very large proportion." 

Of the total importations. Mr. Pugh 
says, but 5 per cent, come from tiie 
Ignited States direct, though corn, 
wheat, cotton, lard and sowing ma- 
chines from America reach the market 
through Kniflish and other houses. Ono 
rennoti why tlie direct trade is so small 
is that Ainern an merchants send price 
li.its and ciri ui.ir.i iu the English lan- 
guage, which not one merchant in one 
hundred can read. 

The superiority of .American gornls is 
acknowledged and Mr. 1 'ugh suggests 
that some American hrms combine to 
send a representative to Pidermo to 
work u]i trai'.e.

OCEAN VESSEL SUNK

San Francisco, Oct. 27.— The captain 
and eraw of tia American ship Joeepii 
8. Spinna whioh was 1.38 days out froi i 
New York with a general cargo con 
signed to Sntton & Beebe. of this city 
were brought here b)' the fishing ste.uii 
er Farragut yesterday .ifteriiooii. 

The Spinney struck on a sunken ro( k 
in the vicinity of Fort Ross, ab iut 
snventv-five miles up the co.i.>it, and 
rapidl? ullcd with water. .She wjih de- 
serted by the captain and crew, and 
now liea in ahoat forty fftthoma of 
water. 

The Spinney wmdd have .-eached thi j 
port in a sb^^ time, and was siieeding 
along at a gotxl rate. The lookout no- 
ticed that the sea ahead of the vessel 
apjjeareil to tie perfectly siiuxith, and he 
had no occa-siou tcj give a warning of 
any kind. 

When the ve.iot-i f<ti li. k it war, v,'ith 
such force as to punch an enormous 
hole in her hull forwai-d. The water 
rushed in at a tremendous rate and be- 
fore the captain and crew realized the 
extent of tha damaga tha ahip ww fkat 
settling. 

The pumps could not lie worke 1 fast 
enough to lower the body of water m 
the hold, and although the attempt to 
keep the vessel afloat was kept up for 
hours, it was finally decideil that it was 
a useless job and the bi;ats ordiTed low- 
ered. 

Twenty-six perstins, coniprisiiig the 
crew, at once prepared to leave the .sink- 
ing ship. They gathered toicether what 
ever elr'ect.s 'vere pos.^ible and hhoitl> 
after loweieu Iheiupelves into the tioats 
and deserted the vessel that had brought 
them close to their journey's end.

The Bet prepared by tht 
IocaI uirectora is incompleUI, aud •lo' i' 
not fiirni^h eihibitore any lnforinntir>t 
that they did not hare more ttian a ymi 
ago. The rules prflpsred by the na 
tional cumuiiasion cover the field thor 
onghly, and from them exhibitors uia\ 
learn j net what the expense of maki:i^> 
an exhibit will be. 

The rales were prepar»»d by tho rotn 
mlBsioncr trom We.st \ ir^(ini(k and mi 
brace everythine from the cost of povf i 
and light tumianed to exhibitors to the 
price of adniission, time of opening bd'! 
closing the gates and the general ad 
ministration of the exposition. Thos*' 
who have not followeil the history o( 
the world's fair may think that the two 
boards now at outs have attached un 
necessary importance to these rules, but 
inch is not the case. The regulations 
take in every subject affecting the 
rights of exhibitors and the public. 

Probably lOd.OOO exhibitors will be 
repreeentflfd at the fair and from 20,000,- 
000 to 3(),()n(},(KKJ visitors, all of whom 
an concerned in these regulations, 'i he 
act of conere-ss provides that the Chi- 
cago board shall prepare these rules and 
that the nati' iml commission shall mod- 
ify them. The commisRion modified tim 
dfrectory rules by suhsti'uting tlio'*e 
prepared by tieueral St. Ci.iir. 

Tnis actior was unanimous, eat-h of 
the fonr members present voting for 
the tit.
